Besolyed: "that the veto power 
contributes to the successful work- 
ings of the United Nations" will 
. be the topic of a debate to be held 
tomorrow evening, in the first round 
of a series of lUOL debates. The 
debate will commence at 8:30 in 
the Union. Ballroom with the'op- 
position here consisting of Bishops 
CoUcse. 

Conrad Shatner and Len Beaton 
wlU . argue for McGlll here, up- 
holding the. affirmative. Shatner 
has been in lUDL debates before 
but this win mark the first ap- 
pearance of Beaton in one. He 
was selected from a field of twenty- 
five contestants in. the try-outs last 
month. 

While Bishops and McGlU are 
debating here, another debating 
team from. McGill, consisting of 
Sherwln Raymond and Roland La- 
prairie, will venture to Ottawa to 
meet the University of Ottawa, in 
another of lUDL debates. McGlll 
at Ottawa will uphold the negative. 
Laprairie. ° like Beaton, Is making 
his first lU&L debate but Raymond 
has debated before. 

Each debater will speak for 
twenty minutes with the leader of 
the affirmative having a five min- 
utes rebuttal at the end. He may 
not, however, at that time, intro- 
duce any new points, rather he 
must devote his time to refuting 
his opponents remarks. 
' There ife-four uhiversiùês com- 
peting in this Eastern division for 
the district championship. They are 
McGlll, Bishop's,' Ottawa and 
Loyola. The University accumulat- 
ing the highest number of the 
judges' points will emerge as the 
winner of the Eastern Division and 
will later on compete with the win- 
ner of the Ontario Division on Feb 
27 for the championship. 

Last year McGill viail successful 
in the Eastern division but in the 
final meet with St. Patricks was 
defeated by a margin of one-quarter 
of one per cent. In that debate 
McGill lost at home and won at 
St Pats, but the extra ' percentage 
in the Judges' decision happened to 
be in St. Pats' favor. '

Film on TVA 
Is Featured 
Tomorrow 



. This afternoon at S o'clock in 
Room 250 of the Biology Building, 
the Film Society will present "Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority" and "TJu- 

runga". 

•' The Tennessee Valley Authority 
Act, passed ' by the United - States 
Congress in 1933, initiated a tre- 
mendous reclamation and develop- 
ment project in the Tennessee Val- 
ley. The film 'Tennessee Valley 
Authority'* is a record of the work 
done and tt>c progress made during 
the past seven years, towards re- 
claiming the great territory of4he 
Tennessee Valley, that. had become 
' ilmost a wasteland ai a result of 
.floods. and erosion. One of the 
most imporUnt of the diversified 
accomplishments of the T.V.A. has 
been the building of multi-purpose 
dams which operate to help con- 
ttol floods, to aid navigation and 
to produce power. This and many 
other 'aspects of T.V.A. acUvitles 
are recorded In this comprehen- 
;<ive film. 

"Tjurunga," in technicolor, was 
filmed by an Australian an- 
thropologist in central Australia. It 
records the daily lives of the most 
primlUve tribes of the most prlml- 
Uve race on earth— the Australian 
aborigines. It Is like a flicker flash- 
back to the Stone Age; the habits, 
custonu and mode of life of these 
people' have hardly changed since 
then. The film is taken against a 
background of brilliant colour and 
rugged beauty — not one of a dead 
desert country as the locale might 
lead one to suspect. 



Dr. Klibansky 
Will Address 
Phil- Society 



Dr. Raymond Klibansky M.A.. 
Ph.D. will address on open meeting 
of the Philosophical Society on 
Tuesday evening at 8.00 p.m. In the 
Common Room, R.V.C. The subject 
of his lecture will bo the "Nature 
and Scope of Philosophy" with 
some reference to logical positivism. 

Logical positivism is essentially a 
European doctrine which is finding 
roots in America, however. It is im- 
portant to understand positivism. 
Dr. Klibansky warned,' not because 
It is a complete, philosophy, but be- 
cause its dialecticians are Hto de- 
vastating that unless one compre- 
hends it, one is likely to be over- 
whelmed. 

Positivism is essentially a repu- 
diation of metaphysical speculation. 
For the positivists, philosophy is a 
strange mixture of two different 
objectives. One is of cognitive 
nature, directed towards an under- 
standings of matters of fact: the 
other is. of a volitional nature and 
intended to supply a control of the 
emotional attitudes of man. Includ- 
ing both his individual and his 
social behaviour. They argue that 
minute analysis can replace intui- 
tion, and so the cognitive branch ol 
philosophy was separated from the 
valuational branch and was made 
the objective of careful analysis 
carried through with the means of 
mathematical logic and undertaken 
without any intention of finding 
ethical implications. There can be 
no ethical propositions. The ethical 
is meaningless and transcendental. 
There is no such thing as "the

Chances for 

Education 

Lacking 

Western Dean Scores 
University Setup' 
in Canada 

"There Is no such thing as equal- 
ity of education or of educational 
opportunity in Canada, at the uni- 
versity level." These biting, criti- 
cizing words against a "deplorable" 
Canadian college educational sys- 
tem were uttered by Dr. Edward 
Hall last night in an address before 
the Canadian Club. Dr. Hall ls;the 
present dean of the medical fac- 
ulty, a president elect of the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario and 
former R.C.A.F. research oflicer. 

FINANCIAL TROUBLE . . 
The reason for the non-existence 
of equal educationall opportunity, 
particularly at'the'uhiversity level, 
was cited by Dr. Hall as 'being ilti'e' 
to existing circumstances making it 
Impossible for the majority, with 
the ability and desire to go from 
secondary schools to universities, 
to accomplish their goals,, primarily 
for financial reasons. He went > on 
to give accurate figures on similar 
situations in Englanad and in the 
United Stales as none were avail- 
able for Canada. 

Another big fault in Canadian 
university education, ' Dr. Hall 
pointed out, was that, during the 
last 25 years, ' while the colleges 
had been turning out highly train- 
ed tcchnici^s and specialists the 
latter had lost the broad general 
education necessary to enable them 
to think independently,- outside 
their own particular spheres. "We 
must modify our scientific tenden- 
cies with some concept of liberal 
education so that we can gain 
some idea of the basic cause and 
possible cure of social and politi- 
cal ills," he added.

On the lecture platform, in the 
periodical press, and in" a scries of 
books, he has been and continues 
to be a tirejcss exponent of the 
creative elements In Jewish life 
and of the historical and contem- 
poraneous contribution of the Jew- 
ish people to world civllizaUon. In 
parilcular he is concerned with the 
present and future of Jewry— not 
simply with its survival, but with 
iU continuity as a -significant 
force In the shaping of human 
destiny.

Would Nationalise 
McGill Campus: 
Free to All 

"How is McGlll to be run?" is thtf 
big question that is to be settled 
tonight when the Labor Progress- 
ives present a bill to effect the Im- 
mediate nationalization of the Uni- 
versity' at the fourth session of the 
Model Parliament, which meets to- 
night in the Union Ballroom at 
eight o'clock. 

Charging that under the present 
system financial discrimination ex 
ists which prevents many people 
from attending - University the 
LpJP. are urging the Nationalza 
tion of McGill. The present set-up 
of a Board of ' Governors, which 
they declare Is drawn mainly from 
Big Business circles, will be re 
placed by a Board of Administra' 
tion of ' qualified education, and 
policies' will be decided upon at an 
educators' conference. 

Leading the opposition to the 
measures will be the Liberal Party 
who charge in their amendment 
that the "Government does not 
take into consideration the racial, 
religious ah<l historical factors un 
dcrlylng educational policy in Can 
ada," and that the Bill would "put 
the control of higher education in 
the hands of a self-avowed total 
itarlan party." . 

To date no official statement of 
policy has been issued by the C.C.F 
but acording to reports from some 
of their private members it is ex 
peeled that; they will cast their 
votes In favour of the Bill 

The Progressive Conservatives 
arc opposing, the bill, aqd charge in 
their amendment their. "lack ol 
confidence in the present govern 
ment to carry out state-controlled 
education in a truly democratic 
manner."

Pro Sport Hit 
By Canadian 
Headmasters 



At a recent meeting of the Can- 
adian Headmastera Association an 
open letter was drawn up on the 
subject of commercialism in sport, 
which was aimed specifically at the 
principals of all Canadian univer- 
sities. 

In an interview with the Daily. 
Mr. D. S. Penton, Headmaster of 
Lowor Canada College In Montreal 
explained' that Uiia letter was 
drawn upi after the Conference had 
discussed the whole, question, for 
over three hours. 

"The Headmasters Association 
agrees that there Is no facile solu 
tion to this problem, but Us mem 
bers felt that the more airing tKc 
matter received the better, and at 
least wanted to put on record what 
the Association thought of the 
question," Mr. Penton continued. 

"In the past some member 
schools of the Association have 
clashed with the semi-professional 
leagues, and the Conference 
thought that it would be to the 
good if the whole problem was 
brought -before the public eye, and 
this open letter to university prin- 
cipals was the result." 

The letter states that the problem 
is the result of a steady trend dur- 
ing many years, and that a thor 
ough examination of the question 
would be useful both to the univer- 
sities and to the schools. The docu 
ment levels no criticism at profes 
slonal sport as such, and admits 
that it is necessary to urban life. 

•It goes on to say that "profes 
slonal sport seeks Its raw materia) 
—players— wherever they are to be 
found, and often exercises little or 
no restraint in obtaining them. Boys 
and young men arc paid weekly 
salaries and given other induce 
mcnts to play for teams masquerad- 
ing as amateur. They are subjected 
to many types of mmt undesirable 
pressure to move from school to 
school, university to university, 
team to team, in the interests ol 
their "^employers,! though these in- 
terests are often ■ represented as 
those of the player. Parents and 
schoolmasters are also treated to 
thQ same kind of conditioning 11 
they do not acquiesce in the per- 
suasions of the sports promoter " 

The letter also points out that 
professional sport has affected ama- 
teur teams in othre ways. Namely 
tHàt the rules and field behaviour 
in amateiir gamei are often based 
on what; the sports, promoter deems 
to be good business - and ."not on 
the individual interest, or safety ol 
the young' player.'! Amateur sport 
has also been affected by the In- 
creased cost- of equipment, which 
has "increased steadily as the glam- 
our and ostentation ■ of publicized 
sport have exerted their influence 
on prices and on the market in 
school and college". Travel and 
maintenance- costs "often depend 
entirely Ion gato receipts, in which 
case the liece^ty of having à win- 
ning team, a "successful"-, coach, 
large gates, in fact commercial suc- 
cess generally, takes Its place as the 
governing principles ol the game.' 

This letter was sent to the Prin- 
cipals of all the Universities in the 
Dominion and favourable replies 
were received from all, with the 
exception of McMaster University,

Council Hears 
Report Frona 
1N.F.C.U.S. 



Last night's regular weekly 
meeting of the Students' Executive 
Council decided that the annual 
McGill charities campaign Is to be 
run this year by the Red and 
White Society in co-operation with 
the undergraduate societies of the 
various faculties and the class 
presidents of the various years. 
This year the campaign will cover 
the Amalgamated Charities, the 
Canadian Red Cross. International 
Students' Service and Aid to China 
Appeals. ' 

The meeting also considered . the 
report on the proceedings at this 
year's N.F.C.U.S. conference held 
in Toronto. The report was di- 
vided into various sections and the 
recommendations with minor ex- 
ceptions were adopted In toto. The 
suggestions and recommendations 
of the NJ'.CU.S. were discussed 
under the headings of Cultural 
Committee, Students Service, 
which included employment, trav- 
elling rates, regional, national and 
international debating, regional 
and national drama music festivals, 
national athletic championships 
and Student Welfare. 

The last division was sub-divided 
into three main headings— voca- 
tional guidance, housing and health 
services. The recommendations of 
the committee on public relationa 
were also discussed while the sug- 
gestions as to the organization of 
thé Federation were considered. 
Finance and Constitution .problems 
were also handled. 

The question of an official Mc- 
Gill crest came up for discussion 
and it - was decided that a crest 
is to be chosen from among the 
various sizes and shapes of the 
present martlet and open book de- 
sign. A suitable manufacturer will 
be sought and the crest is to be 
put on sale. In addition, arrange- 
ments for the manufaiture of of- 
ficial red. blazers to be available

London, February 10.— (/F)— The 
gravest fuel shortage in British 
history, acompllshing what Hitler 
failed to do with his deathdealing 
Blitz, paralyzed the bulk of British 
industry today, 

A pall of misery spread over a 
population famed for being able to 
"take it." 

One stark fact seemed to weigh 
heavier on public morale than all 
the inconveniences and confusion 
springing from the almost total 
blackout of industry In. half the 
country, and the flve-hour-a-day 
switch-off of electricity to homes, 
streets and offices. 

London, February 10. — (/P) — A 
Labor-Conservative alignment of 
forces in bipartisan picas for action 
to meet Britain's coal crisis emerg- 
ed in the House of Commons to- 
night during the second full-dress 
debate on -the subject in four days, 
but Concervatlve Leader Winston 
Churchill squelched the move with 
an abrupt "no-coalition" reply. 

Ottawa,, February ,10.— Economic 
control measiires now In effect wiU 
be continued for anothef year and, 
If Parliament so decides, some will 
be extended for a longer period, 
Justice Minister Rt. Hon. J. L. 
llsley stated to the House today 
when he tabled an official consoli- 
dation of about SS orders-in-coundl 
which <';.ill° be appended to his 
measure providing for the exten- 
sion of control powers, including 
those over prices and rents. 

Under the Continuation of Trans- 
sltlonal Measures Act, as the new 
measure will be called, the control 
powers to be continued will re- 
main in force until Parliament 
does not so prescribe, then these 
powers would end on the 60th day 
after Parliament first meets dur- 
ing 1948, or on March 31 next year, 
which ever date is the earUer. 
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A Remedy Desired 

A report published by tlie Pension Commit- 
Ue of the McGill Studéht Veterans' Society 
brings to llie attention of tiie general student body 
and citizenry at large certain inequalities which 
now e:ifiEt.in the adminstralion of the rehabilita- 
tion programme for Canada's former membâs 
of the armed forces. The present act covering 
grants to veterans is such that, as it now stands, 
it discriminates against handicapped veterans 
and prevents many of them from taking full 
advantage of all post^disicharge benefits. 

Under existing arrangements, the stu- 
dent veteran receives his training allow- 
ance of $60 or f80, depending on his mari- 
tal status, plus 40 per cent, of his pension 
rale, the latter sum being paid regardless of 
whether or not a veteran is marrièd. Thè ini- 
quity lies in the fact that from the combined 
total of the educational grant and portion of 
thé pension, the Canadian Pension Commission 
ptys the pensioner his pension and he receives 
the balance from D.VA. There are other de- 
fects outlined in the report but this is the cru;c 
of the problem. 

Accordingly, the "Sixty Dollars A Month- 
Tax Freel" that was the subject of some good 
nàtured jesting in the Red and While Revue 
is not in reality free from deductions, but from 
the method employed a single student's pension 
is cut by 60 pèr cent, and a married student's 
by an even greater percentage amount. 

The tone of the report indicates that those 
interested in the question appreciate all that the 
government has done thus far and are not seek- 
ing a free ride at the Expense of the public but it 
is sincerely felt that the provisions of thè act 
penalize a group of students who are most, in 
need of the fullest possible assistance. 

First of all, the physical condition of those 
in. receipt of pensions very rarely allows th^m 
to supplement their incomes by taking part- 
time émpidyment and as thé committee on Pen- 
sions points out, the Government readily ad- 
mits that the grants must be supplemented.. 
In addition, it is pointed out that the éxpénsea 
of the disabled vet are higher than the average, 
for many of them arc forced to operate cars 
or také taxis to and frotii college. The justifi- 
able conclusion is drawn that "the tiraè a pen- 
sionér really needs his full pénsion is whilè 
he is under training." 

Strenuous representations have been made 
to the Government on this problem and there 
can be. littlè doubt that these demands have the 
full support of the entire membership of the 
Veteran's Society at McGill. It is unfortunate 
that an otherwise well devised and executed 
plan for the rehabilitation of Canada's return- 
ed servicemen is marred by this failure to fully 
recopize the problèin fàcin^ the disàblëd vete- 
ran.— H£.

MR. SAMUEL

Maurice Samuel, author of "The Great Haired", 
Harvest In the Deiert", end many other boolcj, met 
The Daily under rather ditllcult circumitances. In 
the lobby of a busy downtown hotel at 7 p.m., very 
chortly after his belated arrival in Montreal, in a 
"roomleia and foodleu itate," Mr. Samuel proceeded 
to aniwer various questions on hU current lecture 
trip to Montreal, his books, and his life. He lectures 
today at McGili on "A Jewish National SUta-Sen- 
timent or Necessity?" 

Novels and non-fiction works dealing with life in 
America, modern Western Europe, the Russian 
Ghetto of the last century, and in the new Palestine 
are treated in his books. Asked when he started to 
write, he replied "at the age of twelve.'.' Tha first 
of his worka to be published, hbwavtr, were two 
novels to which tha author referred aa "youthful 
indlscraUona". ' , ■ 

At the' age of 23, Mr. Samuel became Interested 
in the ideas of Zionism and the miiitltude of aub- 
Jects that might be included under the heading the 
"Jewish QuésUon". In 1924 "You OantUaa" ap. 
peered. It. treated the subject of anti-semitism as 
an attitude resulting from the conditions of WMtern 
civilization.' 

The author, born in Rumania, came to England 
as a child and later atUnded the University of Man- 
chester. He took no degree there. "I was fiscinated 
by physics, and just as much by thè arts courses. As 
a rtsult I didn't lèarn either." Lord Rutherford, one 
of the early atomic phyalelsta, and one ot theMnost 
distinguished sclentlsta who has évir worked at Mc- 
Gili, was teaching at Manchester then. So wai the 
noted chemist and Zionist leader, Chaim Wéizmànn. 
Weizmann's Synthesis in organic chémistiy was of 
the greatest value to the Allied Governments in 
World War I. Weizmann used every opportunity to 
spread the Zionist ideaa amongst these he felt would 
be able to help the' cause:' His, and others* efforts 
were climaxed with the Balfour Declaration. 

For the past many years, Mr. Samuel has spent 
most of his time' on this conUnent and in Palestine, 
lecturing hera and writing his books there. Betwéen 
1929 and'193S he lived' in Palestine. He' wrote a 
number of novels on city and tettlament there. Com- 
menting on "Thieves in the NighV',' XocsUer'a latest 
book, which also tells of the new colonists in Pales- 
tine, and why' some become terrorists, Mr. Samuel 
said, "It is a misrepresentation of Zionism. Not one 
of the protagonist is a Zionist. They are merely 
refugees". 

In 1942 came "Harvest In the Desert". Aa the 
title suggests it is the author's o;vn observation of 
Jewish settlement in the Holy Land. In 1943 "The 
World of Sholom Aleichem" appeared. Sholom 
Aleichem was, as the book explains, the writer who 
interpreted the Russian ghetto Inhabitants to them- 
selves, their contemporaries, and their descendants 
as Oiekena portrayed the English middle classes. Mr. 
Samuel's book la not a translation but an effort to 
put part of the material Into English, keeping as 
much of the unique original flavor as pouible. 

He does not believe that Britain will take any 
definite action in' Palestine, but that they will stall 
until autumn at least. Nor does he think that tlie 
teri'orist action will have any serious repercussions 
for Jews in the British Islès, whose life, as always, 
will be governed by political and economic cbhdi- 
tions there.

Dr. Raymond Klibansky of Oriel College, Ox- 
ford, viaiting profeasor in logic jnd metaphysics 
here at McGill, was bom in Paris, France in 1S05. 
He received his^ primary, and secondary education 
both in France and Germany. 

Dr. KUbanslqr hta been connected with univer- 
sities ever since he éntércd aa an undergraduate in 
1923. He spent the next five years at the Univers!- 
Ues of Heidclberi, Kiel and Hamburg studying PhU- 
osophy, Classics, History of Religion, Pedagogies 
and Political Economy. In 193B ha graduated 
"siimma cum laudc" in Philosophy and Classics. from 
the University of Heidelberg. Dr. Klibansky was 
associated with that university until 1933, when he 
departed for England to take up an appointment as 
a lecturer in Philosophy at Kiiii's College, Unlver- 
sity of London. During hia last yc«rs at Heidelberg 
Dr. Klibansky worked with his trienda in combatting 
Nazi propaganda. The Nazis at thU time were at- 
tempting to prove that National Socialism hid its 
roota in thè German past In particular Alfred Ros- 
enberg in the "Myth of the Twentieth Century" pur- 
ported to show Utat evèn Xckhart was a «pirltual 
fathèr of National Socialism. Dr. Klibansky wrote 
many papera proving "the utter fallacy of this argu- 
ment, and for his labours incurred thé animosity of 
the Nazi Party. Indeèd his name was on the Ges- 
tapo list compiled by that organization of the per- 
sons in Britain who were to be Uicd immedfatèiy 
upon a successful Germin invasion of the country. 

Dr. Klibansky was awarded aVi M.A. by Oxford 
Uhivèrsity in léss and the following year received 
an appointment as lecturer In Mediaeval Philosophy 
at Oriel College, Oxford, with which university he 
is still associated. During the years 1938-40 Dr. Kli- 
bansky delivered many spécial lectures on Phlioso> 
phy, thè History of Philosophy, and the History of 
Science at the Universities of London and Cam- 
bridge, aiid to Societies in ManchuUr, Durham and 
London. During the session ' 1938-39 Dr. Klibansky 
wu appointed Forewobd lecturer at the University 
of Liverpool, where the subject of hia work wu 
"Phiicsophy and Religion". 

Dr. Klibansky is not, however, merely an emin- 
ently auccessful academician. For five yean during 
the war he served as à temporary CivU Servant at 
the Forelîm. OMc^ analyaing, amotigat other thia^, 
GenÀàn and Italian war propaganda. 

Besides his work as a leeiurer'at various unlver- 
sltiu Dr. Klibansky hâg published a vast number of 
books, articles and reviews. He has as wéll served 
on éditorial boards of various publications including 
"Corpus Platonlcum Medli Aevi" of the BriUsh 
Academy, and of ^ tlie edition in 1938 of Ockham's 
political writings. He if having publUhed this sum- 
mer aii edition of Mussolini's Memoirs with a crlU- 
cal appraiial of fascism, the significant crises of the 
war, and of HiisaoliDi's xeUtiona with Hitler. 



He wasn't actually very tall but 
something about him made her feel 
small as she stood beside him, 
small and happy, like a child 
whose . world is small and who 
knows content Wcause it doesn't 
looic beyond tliat woi-Id.

She looked down 
on it from tha very top of the stad- 
ium aa on something distant and 
grey, and she looked viip^at. him in 
his damp navy treneh|eo«t|iind felt 
how close and real he'wiis; Jiist for 
a few hours she forgot that he pro- 
bably couldn't remember her name, 
forgot that It was only by pure 
chance that she was atanding be- 
side him, and let herself believe 
that he was as conscious of her aa 
she was of him. 

It had been strange that night 
atrolling'back from the library 
after aupper. She and Maraha had 
just gone over to get some books, 
more because they felt restless than 
because cither' of them needed a 
book. They were at the corner and 
just near the street light when she 
saw Marsha's face break in a smile; 
it waa a real smile that made her 
eyes light .up. She followed that 
smile and there he was on the 
comer where the light drew him 
out of the mist around. He and 
Marsha talked for a few minutes 
about buses to take students ^to. a 
football' game atid then Marsha 
turned and said: "Do you know 
anything about it?" That was how 
they's been introduced— through a 
discussion about buses. But she 
didn't think of that at the time 
because his èyci were too blue and 
too deep to let her think at all. 

Now, ahe , was. ushering at a foot 
ball game and it happened that he 
was collecting, tickets in the same 
section. It was too wcl to do much 
ushering so she just stood at the 
top and watched, not the game, but 
him. Every time he aaid "Would 
you show me your atubbs pleua?" 
she listened for the bit of iron that 
was in his voice. He was quiet, but 
it wasn't a dull quietness, rather a 
control of energy. Once he gripped 
a youngster by the collar and mov- 
ed him out of the way, and several 
times he had to acnd people from 
the entrance to the stands, but 
whatever he did It was with just 
the amount of energy necessary 
except for one thing— his smile, 
and for that he used everything, all 
the life that was in him. She felt 
it sometimes and it Iiurned. 

It wis a^l over at the end of the 
game and she found herself home 
feeling losL But she was to see him 
again. Those buses had been an 
omen, because two weeks later she 
travelled on one of them to an- 
other football game and so did he. 
The night they left it was pouring 
again and the five big buses looked 
anyUiing but cheerful, atanding 
empty and waiting in the rain. 
They got underway at last and the 
trip was fun. Songs and chat, 
doughnuts and applea mixed in her 
mind when ahe'thought of it after- 
ward. There ware mid-night, atops 
full of chcera and confusion, and 
early morning. ones where sleepy 
people clamoured for coffee in 
small restaurants. She saw him at 
the first step in the morning and he 
looked quite tousled and tired, but 
it only made her feel th«t aha knew 
him a little better. He coughed and 
ahe worried, and. for a few minutea 
felt very défe to him. Before arriv- 
ing theja , draped the busts with 
streamers and entered, the city 
shouting and gay despite their 
sicepleuness. 

It was at the game that afternoon 
that the world actually seethed to 
end, although U was really , only 
the beginning of that end. Thé day 
was mild and the sun shone bril- 
liantly, set In clouds on one side 
and in a sweep of clear blue 
November' sky on the other. The 
stands were crowded, and the Blue 
and White and Red and White bands 




were both patches of gay colour 
picked up by the myriads of ribbons 
waving on lapels and shqulders. 
Both teims were on the fieid loos- 
ening up and the opposing team had 
an exercise rouUne of toe' touching 
and chinning that looked Very for- 
midable. The band played "God 
Save the King" and all those people 
stood silent in the sunshine, wait- 
ing. It was like the two minutes' 
alienee on Remembrance Day. The 
whistle' cut the air and the ball 
waa in play. At ' half-time she 
searched the restless crowd for a, 
sight of him and, sadly enough, 
she had It He was climbing down 
from the bleachers helping a girl 
in a soft fur coat Her stomach 
knotted iÀtrd and she put'on a amilc 
to match it; a crooked smile that 
hurt What a difference from the 
last game but this game went on 
and the first touchdown was scored 
by her team. The crowd went mad 
It rose like a aingle pcraon and 
'cheered. She Kraamcd with it but 
to her it was relief more than joy 
On the following day everyone 
made their way back to tha buses, 
a little reluctantly.'^ The weather 
had changed. It was bitterly cold 
and they had -to' wait* about two 
houra for the buses to arrive.'Th09c 
hours were colder to her than the 
temeprature indicated because, al' 
though she saw him often, the lit' 
tie girl in the fur coat was with 
him and she knew the girl. Some 
how it made it worse. The trip was 
begun aigain, biit his Urne through 
all the singing and merry-making 
through ail the celebration and 
gaiety, there was a hard liUle core 
Inside her. They stopped for din- 
ner and after eating a few of them 
walked through the streets of the 
town. They, passed him and he 
spoke. She forced a smile and a 
weak hello while his eyes gripped 
her till they hurt. From somewhere 
below those eyes she heard the girl 
in the fur coat apeak but they had 
passed before she realized 'that she 
should have spoken. For those few 
moments she'd forgotten she knew 
her. Her last sight of them came at 
the end of the trip when she saw 
a group of people get off the bus 
ahead of them. Tliey waved and 
then turned up tiic atreet and he 
waa carrying her auit case very 
merrily, for it had been a good 
week.end. For a moment she didn't 
move because there was no life in 
side her to make her move. The 
buses had certainly been an omen, 
but she had never thought much 
about bad omens before.

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Plight of Pensioned Gited 
In Statement of Veterans 
Society: Demand Full Pay 

Only 40% of Pension Allowed 
To Disabled DVA Students 

(Following is a statement prepared by Ross LeMesurier, 
Chairman of titc Pension Committee of. the McGilf Student 
Veterans' Society. The Daily publishes this, with .the full 
approval of the Executive of the. Soielety.) 

Veterans with disability pensions awarded for wounds re- 
ceived in action or for other war injuries suffer a rcduplion in 
their educational" allowance solely by reason of receiving this 
pension," 

This stands out as one of the few defects in a Veterans' re- 
habilitation program which is practically unequalled in any other 
.country. Most people are unfamiliar with this situation "and so" 
this statement is presented in order to draw attention' te^this'.un-, 
just practice which is bound to prevent or discourage' 'many 
handicapped veterans from takng the training they need. . 

PENSIONS CUT 60% 



The student pensioner receives 
his trainlnc allowance of $60 ($80 If 
•married) plus 40% of his pension 
rate, as for a sinele man, regardless 
of -whether he is married or not, 
(The amount received by a pension- 
er of over 80% is based on a slight- 
ly higher scale.) From the combin- 
ed total of the educational grant and 
portion of pension, the Canadian 
Pension Commission pays tiie pen- 
sioner his pension and he receivcE 
the balance from D.V.A. BY THE 
VERY NATURE OF THE FORM- 
ULA EMPLOYED IT IS QUITE AP- 
PARENT THAT A SINGLE STUD- 
ENTS PENSION IS, IN EFFECT, 
CUT 'BY- 60% AND À MARRIED 
STUDENTS,: BY THAT., MUCH 
MORE.' It- should also , be pointed 
out that no consideration is given 
to the student pensioner's rank, al- 
though other pensioners receive an

INJUSIEB HAMPER STUDENTS 
At most Canadian universities 'a 
student must do'^a good 'deal of 
walking. A large proportion , of 
pensioners have trouble getting 
around, e.g. paraplegics, leg am- 
putees, badly wounded leg cases, 

abdominal, b^ck and lung . cases. 
Arm amputees and eye or head in> 
jury. --cases ..are;, ainong .-.the few 
who might not suffer In this way, 
but they in turn arc liable to have 
difficulty writing or tire easily 
While studying. Two conclusions 
can be drawn -from this: 

1. Pensioners are seldom in good 
enough phytfcal' condition to .hold 
outside- employment to supplement 
their granti, which the Gvoernment 
readily admits' must be suplement- 
ed. 

2. Their expenses are very high. 
Many have to operate cars or take 
ta^is . daily.. ' Others, take a large 
number of taxi rides -during the 
month and. have to use street-cars 
and buses to go very ' short dis- 
tances. 

The time a pensioner really needs 
his. full pension Is while he Is un- 
der training. . ;■ • \ ■ 
TWO. TYPICAL EXAMPLES 

The case of Capt C who 

lost a leg while serving with the 
artillery In Germany is typical. A 
married man with one child, he 
has difficulty walking even 200 
yards. Instead of. receiving the 
fuU benefit of his $61.66 a month 
pension he would receive only |1S 
in addition to. his college grant and 
he realized he *j:ould not . nearly 
meet the added expense of main- 
taining an automobile— hence he is 
not back at. university completing 
his engineering training. . 

Another case i^ that of Capt. 

D who lost both legs and 

was badly wounded' in the hands 
In Uptth West Europe. - .He Is i now 
a 100i(|w,^cënt.-6penslone^ahdihas 
a wIfe^Wd.^HS*ïroîfc-aon 
into , the Faculty of Medicine at 
McGill was accepted, but when' he 
was then told he could not receive 
his full pension and educational 
grant, he was forced to withdraw 
his application. He is now work- 
ing for D.V.A. and receives his 
pension of $123 a monUi-as well as 
his salary of IIW. If he* had at- 
tended university, however, his 
grant would have been cut from 
|82 to $22. 

,^Mo8t^ pensioners now taking 
fninlng^do 'need' their, full pen- 



slons. Some state that they couid 
not attend university at all 'with- 
out generous family .assistance- 
others -who have small pensions 
have t>een forced to give up life in- 
surance policies they had hoped to 
pay for with their pensions. 

The Individual pensioner . has 
never had to establish his need for 
his pension before he could re- 
ceive it. Student pensioners, how- 
ever, with an Income of only .$60 
or $80 a month have probably , a 
greater need for their full pensions 
than have any other group of pen- 
sioners. If the right of other pen- 
sioners to their pensions is not 
quesUoned, then the 'student pen- 
sioner's right to the full benefit of 
his pension should not be question- 
ed either. , 

The - added cost to the Public 
Treasury would be very small: 

1. Only about 2 per cent, of the 
total veterans taking training are 
pensioners. 

2. Only a very small percentage 
of the total number of disability 
pensioners are taking training. 

3| The pensioner will receive his 
pension unconditionally for forty or 
fifty years after graduation, but for 
the -'two, three or four years he 
spends at college, when his need 
for his pension is witiiout doubt the 
greatest, he receives only a small 
porUon of it 

' It. is like giving a pension with 
one . hand and -tak|n|~t||)ost' of it 
away with the otjier- ' • 
REPRESENTATION MADE TO 
GOVT 

Strong representations that these 
regulations be arnende'd to that 
pensioners receive the' regular edu- 
cational grant have recently, been 
made direct to the Government by 
the McGill Student Veterans' Soc- 
iiety. Those representations havr 
been approved by the Dominion 
Command of the Canadian Legion 
and a resolution .endorsing this 
stand was passed at the National 
Conference 'of Student Veterans 
held in Montreal last December, by 
a' unanimous standing vote of dele- 
gates from all parts of Canada. 

The injus^ce ■ of the present 
practice should be recognized apâ 
action should be .taken to correct 
this situation which adds a finan- 
cial handicap to veterans already 
carrying a physical handicap. 
Surely fitting the pensioned vet- 
eran for civil life should have top 
priority in the general re.estab- 
lishment program and is the. last 
thing, on which the, country would 
want to economize.

Excerpts from LPP Bill 

' IV) P^atid^e McGili 



To make references' more ^easy, 
in the face of the amendments to 
the LPP bill to nationalize univer- 
sities, the Dally reprints excerpts 
of the Nationalization Bill, which 
will be read at tomorrow's session 
of the Model Parliament: 

1) That McGill. University be 
open to any student of the neces- 
sary scholastic standing without re- 
gard to race, creed, colour, religion, 
or political views; that all discrim- 
inatory practices in the functioning 
of the university, other than Khol- 
astic standing, be abolished. 

2) lhat any - Canadian ciUien 
who ; meets the, nece^sary^ scholas- 
tic standard, be admitted free of 
charge, . and - be provided with a 
subsistence allowance, plus an ad- 
ditional book allowance; except 
that any student not meeting first 
dass standing whose family has an 
income of not less tlian $3,000 after 
taxes.be not entitled' to allowances, 
and. be required jto.jpay^aifeej 
cordance with graduated 'standards 
to be proposed by the ediicator's 
conference. 



;,';3)^^at. ; the , present Board of 
Governors tie' abolished, and new 
Board of Administration establish- 
ed by the Government to include 
within it only qualified educators, 
to be responsible to the appropriate 
Government department : 

5 b) That a special educator's

Storm Strikes; 
Datvson Digs

This week various St Johns in- 
stitutions found themselves reluc- 
tant hosts to over a hundred un- 
willing victims of a lost weekend. 
The victims were Dawsonltes, and 
the cause of their mlsfortun«i was 
not whiskey but weather. Dawson 
College was completely isolated on 
Saturday and Sunday nights and 
for varying periods through the 
day on Sunday' due to seven-foot 
snow-drifts from the driving bliz- 
zard that blanketed the Montreal 
area. 

All traffic to and from tlie cam- 
pus ceased about ten. o'clock on 
Saturday night, and students stiU 
in town, were forced either ' to 
walk home or to seek lodgings. 
Several hardy souls attivnpted ' the 
former, but after getting about a 
hundred yards beyond town, they 
began to see visions of frozen 
corpses by the wayside and turned 
back. • 

The marooned students were 
mostly veterans, however, and 
quite accustomed to slcpelng in un- 
usual places so they showed char- 
acteristic ingenuity In their choice 
of billets. About fifty spent the 
night in the town Jail, not in dur- 
ance vile, but on the floor and 
furniture of the police station; some 
of these slept, others played cards 
with the police force (one con- 
stable) ' all • night. Other berths 
ranged from the firc-statlon hose- 
wagon, saloon tables, and hotel 
loungers, to the silk factory at the 
edge of town. 

Sunday morning at eight o'clock, 
a snowTblower huffed and puffed 
its '.way through the deep drifts on 
the road to Dawson College, with 
a Boulais bus waddling along close 
behind. News of the caravan's de- 
parture had already been spread 
by grapevine, and students poured 
out of their improvised dormitor- 
ies along the way- until the ancient 
bus sank low on its springs with 
about twice its normal load, then 
about eleven-thirty, another bus 
carried home all those who had 
missed the first one.
